The Silver Question. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—Burehard, Direc- 
tor of the Mint, appeared again before the House 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures 
thismorning. He stated that the amount of silver 
dollars in the Treasury was $97,530,969: — er 
tificates, $72.745,470: amount certificates In ire 
ury, $4.506,.650 ; certificates outstanding, $C 8,438,820; 
silver at the disposal of psec in excess 
of total certificates, $24,785,499. 

In reply toa quxstion whether the public credit 
act of 1869 brought Government bonds to par, Mr. 
Burchard stated he did not think it was due to 
that alone. The prompt annual a ot in- 
terest and the amounts required annually for a 
sinking fund would eventually have brought them 
to par, but the passage of the Public Credit act 
hastened theresult. Mr. Burchard said when the 
bonds were issued the holaers undoubtedly ex- 
pected to be paid in gold, but he admitted the law 
authorizing the issue made them » jemmoea in eoin, 
which included silver as well as gold.

The Mutual Union Wires to be Leased 
Terms Proposed.

NEw YORK, February 10.—It has been virtually 
agreed by the Western Union and the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Companies that all retaliatory 
litigation between the two companies shall be 
ended at once. The Tribune to-day says: “The 
frequent reports recently circulated in Wall 
street that the Western Union had leased the 
Mutual Union have not been confirmed. It is un- 
derstood that the Western Union Company is 
ready to lease the lines of the Mutual Union Com- 
pany, guaranteeing the interest on the bonds and. 
11, per cent annual dividend on the stock. This 


proposal has not been occupied by the Mu- 
tual Union Company. No meeting of 
its directors or of the executive 


committee of the board has been held. The vot- 
ing trustees who control the stock will submit to 
the stockholders ar proposal for leasing the 
compan’ys lines Which meets their approval. It 
is said they do not oppose the proposed lease on 
the specified terms.

The Great Trial in Dublin--Kavanagh,. the 
Car-Driver, Gives His Evidence--He Identi- 
fies the Assassins-»Cablegrams--Foreign 
News.

DUBLIN,. February 10.—Michael Kavanagh, the 
carman, has turned against the _ prisoners 
charged with conspiracy to murder the govern- 
ment officials. He will be the first witness exam- 
ined in the investigation at Kiimainham. He will 
testify he drove the car and was employed by the 
assassins of Lord Frederich Cavendish and Burk, 
n Phoenix Park, and will deserioe the whoie af- 


fair. 
THE COURT ; 

was again crowded this morning with privileged 
spectators, including many ladies. It is expected 
after the present hearing the case will be ad- 
journed until Wednesday and the examination 
thereafter to proceed at shorter stages. Joseph 
Brady, Timot Bw f James Carey, Town Coun- 
cilor, Carman Fitzharris and seven other prison- 
ers were placed in the dock to-day. 

THE INFORMER KAVANAGH 
was sworn. He deposed he drove Brady, Kelly

SKIN THE GOAT. 

DUBLIN, February 10.—Great excitement en- 
sued when Kavanagh was placed in the witness 
seat. Kavanagh apparently iabored under great 
excitement. He deposed that on the sixth day of 
May last be was at tne Royal Oak public-house, 
on Park-gate street, and was engaged by four 
men—Brady and Kelly and two strangers. Brady 
here uttered a loud, guttural threat, but no dis- 
tinct words were heard. There’ was no laughter 


to-day among the prisoners when 
Kavanagh identified them. Kavanagh 
then ointed to Patrick Delaney as ab- 


other of themen present. He drove the four men 
into the park by island bridge gate to the Pheonix 
monumentand along the main road to Gough 
monument, and they there got down. They said 
there was no sign of “Skin, the Goat” (meaning 
James Fitz Harris, the car man). Fitz Harris 
here shouted: “Don’t call me nick names.” 
Among those present in court etey | were Jink- 
inson, director of the Irish Criminal Investigation 
Department, and Courtenay Boyle, private secre- 
ftary to Lord Lieutenant Spencer. Before the 
prisoners were charged to-day counsel for George 
Smith. one of the accused conspirators. made ap- 
plication for the admission of his client to bail, 
which was refused. 

Kavanagh, resuming, deposed as follows: After 
the prisoners had said there was no sign of Fitz- 
Harris, witness saw him with a cab coming from 
the opposite direction, and saw four men alight 
from the cab. The cab stayed a long way up the 
road, with the horses’ heads turned towards Dub- 
lin. A short time after he saw two gentlemen ap- 
proaching and heard acry. On looking round he 
saw one ceatleman fall. He did not see the other 
all, put four men. whom he drove to the park, 
jumped on his car and drove away. Brady sat on 
the right side of the car. 

Kavanagh identified Fitz Harris as the driver 
of the cab. He deposed that he saw Lord Caven- 
dish and Burke approaching.Someone among those

Terms of an Agreement Credited to Jay 
Gould and Others. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, February 10.—Jay Gould is credit- 
ed with telling several persons that the terms of 
a settlement of the Elevated Railway troubles 
had been agreed upon, and that the preparation 
and signing of the contract only remained to con- 
summate the adjustment.By the terms announced 
New York, or first preferred stock,.was to be 
made six per cent cumulative -as at present. 
Metropolitan, or second preferred, was also to be 
six per cent cumulative. In addition the Metro- 
politan was to receive one-fourth of any

While he was’ waiting a 
carman nick-named “‘Nowt”’ passed him driving 
a passenger named Nolan towards Dublin. He 
Was also passed by some bicyclists. Witness 
said on looking around he thought he 
only saw one gentleman fall, and saw that the oth- 
er, Who had an umbrella.was lying on the ground. 
On driving from the scene of the murder.they took 
a turn to the left, then cressed the bridge 10 the 
right, along the Inchseore road. Delaney direct- 
ed him where to drive. He drove rapidly until he 
reached Roundtown, three miles from the park. 
Here Tim Kelly alighted. He then drove around 
to Leeson Park, stopping ata public house near 
Leeson Bridge. Brady paid and dismissed him. 
On Sunday morning he met Brady again at Town- 
send street and received two pounds. Brady af- 
terwards bought him harness. He allowed the 
car to remain as it was for some time. Afterwards 
had it painted.

SOLDIERS’ BANQUET. 


Gen. Fitzhugh Lee Makes a Patriotic Speech 
to His Comrades.

BROOKLYN, N. Y., February 10.—The Thir- 
teenth Regiment of Brooklyn entertained Gen. 
Fitzbugh Lee at dinner. His health was pro- 
posed. Asthe rotund form and cheery face of 
Gen. Lee arose atthe head ofthe table to re- 
spond, there was a unanimous Cclinking of glasses 
and a rousing cheer, such as only soldiers can 
give.

DISEASED CATTLE: 


Chicago People wens _ Prevent a Terrible 
LVii. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disvateh. 
CnicaGo, February 10.~The farmers of the 
country from which Chicago draws her supply. of 
live stock,sell their diseased animals as quickly as 
they canto avoid loss from their death. They 
plead in extenuation that that they can not be ex 


pected to Know the purpose for which the animals 
will be used, and there are many uses to which 
sick or dead animals may be put. 
therefore, when the swine plague or hog cholera 
utiack tbeir stoek, or some ailment appears 
among their sheep or cattle, they hasten to accept 
the best price they can induce the steckdealers to 
pay. Theconsequence is that the lame, the sick, 
the dying and the dead are sent here to find a 
market. The gross neglect of sanitary méasures 
which has,in some direttions, characterized. the 
city government, have been nowhere more appar- 
ent than in this matter. The Boar of 
Health has made some pretense of inspection but 
of all the countless thousauds of diseased ani- 
mals offered for food even within the last year but 
a fraction have been condemned, No effort has 
been made to strike an effective blow at this vil- 
lanous traffic and until that shall have been done 
a half million people will continue to pay the 
price of 400d beef and pork for the flesh of cattle 
rotten with tuberculosis, and for the flesh of swine 
dying or dead of the disgusting swine plague. 


The Floods. 

CINCINNATI, February 10.—The river is now 
higher than since 1847. It stood at fifty-eight feet 
ten inches, and at 10:30 is still rising. There is 
no material change in the situation. The Cincin- 
nati and Eastern Road is submerged a few miles 


out, but able to make transfers. Early this morn- 
ing the embankment of the C., L, St. L. & C. R. R. 
near Lawrenceburg, Ind., gave way,and the town 
was flooded to the depth of three feet on all the 
Jower level. No lives were lost, but much 
discomfort and loss. The school-house is sub- 
merged above the first floor. The sawmills ana 
distilleries are closed. The former lose heavily 
on lumber. The break shuts out trains on that 
road. 
CINCINNATI INUNDATED. 

CINCINNATI, Februarv 10.—The river has risen 
the fourth of an inch from ii to one o’clock, and 
is now fifty-nine feet and one fourth inch, and 
about on a stand. The cellars are filled in all the 
main parts of the city south of Pearl street. Wa- 
ter street is completely under water, and skiffs 
are used to reach the business houses. Vast 
quantities of merchandise are ou the streets, 
taken from the cellars. The bridge leading from 
the river back of Newport to the water- 
works building was swept away this morning and 
the building itself, in which more than 
$60,000 machinery was recently wced, is in 
imminent danger, It stands 190 feet from the 
shore. Large quantities of ice was reached by 
the water to-day in Newport and ruined. The 
Ohio and pommerea railroad is allright at noon 
as far as Lawrenceburg, where the chief point of 
danger lies, Superintendent Peabody telegraphs 
he rah no break will occur. The Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton, Citecinnati, Northern and 
Littie Miami roads are not affected. Others wi} 


make arrrngements with these roads 
for passenger traffic, but have to 


neglect fre‘eht. More than 2.000 head 
vf cattle have been removed from the distileries 
in Mitl Creek Bottom. An extensive break in 
Gesi street cuts off communication over that 
thoroughiare, and threatens the railroad embank- 
ment.

J. H. Springer, of the Great West- 
ern Printing Company, Taken 
to Chicago.

A Serious Charge Preferred Against Him by 
J. B. Jeffery of the Lake City--Both 


Stories. 


ee ef 


J. H. Springer, superintendent of the show de 
partment ofthe Great Western Printing Company, 
was yestcrday afternoon informed that the Chief 
of Police wanted to see him at the Four Courts, 
and, going there, aseertained that there was @ 
requisition from Illinois for his arrest, on a 
charge of criminal libel, preferred against 


him by J. B. Jeffery, of Chicago. Mr. Springer 
went to Chicago last night. adcompanied an of- 
ficer, and will to-day give bond and probably fe- 
turn to this city to-morrow. 

Mr. Springer was in Jeffery’s employ for a littie 


over a year. and remained there until last July, . 


when he came to St. Louis to take his present po- 
sition with the Great Western. He was Superin- 
tendent of Jeffery’s establishment, and previous 


to that had been with the National 
Printin Company—MeConnell’s concern. 
He had an extensive acquaintance 


among show people and knew their methods so 
well that the Great Western Comp ny, after mak- 
ing the necessary inquiries concerning his charac- 
ter, sought him as a desirable ——— to their 
forces. Jeffery, it seems, was loth to part with 
him. The Great Western folks telegraphed 
Springer to close up his business at Chicago an @ 
come on to St. Louls. They gave him five or six 
days to do this in, and during that time, he says, 
he had a red-hot time withJeffery. Employerand 
employe had been on the friendliest terms before, 
but now a bitter hostility sprang up between 
them, Jeffery, so Springer’s story goes, made 
such an effort to get even with his departing 
superintendent that he sought out a peddler whem 
Springer had ejected from the estabiishment five 
or six months before, and got him to have Spring- 
er arrested on a charge of assault and battery. 
Springer wagtried and fined 85, which he paid, 
HE CAME HERB, 
and, of course, brought a great deal of show bust- 
ness to the Great Western, some of which Jeffery 
micht have obtained or retained nad not Springer 
left him. Jeffery came te St. Louis two or three 
times to complain that Springer had been writing 
letters to his patrons and friends aud that these 
letters were injurious to the business of his Chi- 
cago house. He had a consultation with Mr. 
Charles L. Moss, the attorney who is in charge of 
the Great Western Company's affairs, as part ot 
the Ailen estate, and tried toimpress Mr, Moss 
unfavorably in regard to Springer and thereby 
secure iis dismissal, but this didn’t 
work. Then, it seems. Jeilery 
got wind ofacircalar which Mr. Springer was 
sending out, and which was not only uncompli- 
mentary to Jeffery personally, but was, zccording 
to Jeffery’s statement, injurious to his business, 
found one of these cirenviars 
rintedin a Minnesota paper, and the libel is 
ased upon this publication. 

A Post-DisPATCH reporter saw Mr. Moss to- 
day, and endeavored to ascertain the exact value 
of the complaint. He said he knew nothing more 
about the obnoxious circular than has aireacy 
been said inthe preceeding paragraph, aud ex- 

lained that it was something with which the 

jreat Western Company had nothing to do. Mr. 

Springer bad the circulars printed and sent out 
on his own hook, and he (Mr. Bose) knew nothing 
of their nature beyond the complaint made by 
Jeffery. In regard to the insinuations © concern- 
ing Mr. Springer’s dishonesty, Mr. Moss said that 
in a talk he himself had with Mr. Jeffery at the 
Lindell Hotel, some time ago, the latter stated 
that he had controlled his own finances and had 
no reason todoubt the integrity of his superin- 
tendent, 

“This thing,” said Mr. Moss “is 
an: entirely sonal. matter betweeen 
Mr. Springer and Mr. Jeffery, who appear to be 


at enmity, and the Great Western Printing Com- 


pany has nothing whatever to do with it.” 
THE OTHER SID¥. 

A special telegram to the Post-DisPaTcu from 
Chicago this morning gives the following state- 
ment, made by a member of the Chicago printing 
house. 

‘During the time that Mr. Jeffrey was engaged 
in acting as the secretary of the Repubiiean Na- 
tional Convention which nominated Gartield and 
Arthur Mr. Springer was employ by him as 
Superintendent of the Printing Uffice.- He re- 
tained this osition for three weeks 
and having the misfortune to lose ene of his chill 
dren Mr. Jeffery continued to befriend him for 
nearly a year afier. Mr. Springer, upon o n 
employment at St. Louis, turned on Mr. Jeffery 
with great fury, and never has ceased trying to 
injure him and his busiovess. Since that time also 
Mr. Jeffery claims to have discovered a number oi 
irregularities in the office business and oumts 
during the time that Springer had arge 
apd he avows that he never woul 
have emnployed Springer in the first place had he 
known thay he had but shortly before been djis- 
charged for irregularities from another firm, T 
article in question is credited to the Minnesota 
Sentinel. There is no such paper. It can ve very 
easily shown that Mr. Springer, in the hope of in- 
creasing the circulation of the libel, caused efreu- 
lars containing it to be sent all over the country 
and hired boys to deliver copies at the doors of 
the St. Louls theaters.”” Mr. Jeffery thinks that 
Springer, though he may not originally have been 
the author, has nevertheless given the storys 
very wide publication, and that he can be prose- 
cuted for doing so under the State law.

: opposed the match, showed her his will, 
leaving her $60,000, and threatened to cut 
her off with a shilling if she did not break 
her engagement. Ifshe would do that he 
offered to give her $90,000. She insisted on 
ultimately marrying her lover, but said out 
of deference to her grandfather's feelings 
she would agree not to marry during his life- 
time. The old man then gave her forty-eight 
hours in which to reconsider her decision or 
leave his house forever. Like a true woman, 
she jeft and married Catiey. The other 
day whén her grandmother was thought to 
be on her death bed, Mrs, CALLEY senta 
note requesting the privilege of seeing her 
grandmother for the last time, and the vio- 
lent old churl of a grandfather handed the 
note back to the messenger with the remark 
that he answered no communications from 
that quarter. The sympathies of the people 
are of course with the young couple, and 
Gen. Toombs has put the finishing touch 
es to a character which he had already made 
sufficiently hateful. 


OUR BANDIT ELEPHANT. 

While FRANK JAMES is Missouri’s prison- 
er, held to answer sundry indictments for 
murder and robbery, the Governor cannot 
surrender him to be tried for similar crimes 
in other States. But it is a pity we can- 
not let Minnesota assume the task of legally 
convicting him of one of the crimes general- 
ly credited him. ‘The failure of the prosecu- 
tions against him in Missouri will be unjustly 
ascribed to an alleged disposition on the part 
of our authorities and people to shield him 
from punishment. No such disposition is 
supposed to exist. in Minnesota, and yet 
FRANK JAMES, in an_ interview with 
a Chicago Tribune correspondent on the 8th 
inst., declared himself willing to stand trial 
in Minnesota and confident of an acquittal 
even there. He probably knew what he was 
doing when he gave himself up. The 
YOUNGER boys, how in the Minnesota Peni- 
tentiary, are probably the only living wit- 
nesses of his participation in any raid in 
which murder was committed. All others 
of the old band have filled bloody. graves. 
Northfield men have visited FRANK in the 
Jackson county jail, but notone of them 
could identify him as one of the raiders on 
that town. The band was so secret and swift 
in its operations that after the lapse 
of so many years there is absolutely 
no chance of convicting one of the few survi- 
vors unless the others testify against him. 
Will the YouNGER boys purchase their re- 
lease from life imprisonment by testifying 
against FRANK? They have indignantly 
protested that they would not, and he seems 
to have entire faith in them, though such 
self-sacrifice in men so situated would be 
hardly human. If, with the aid of the 
YOUNGER boys, Minnesota cannot convict 
him, itis idle to expect his legal conviction 
of any of the crimes of which he is gener- 
ally believed to have been guilty in Missouri. 
As to the earlier ones, there is no living wit- 
ness against him, unless his mother or wife 
would volunteer to act as his ex- 
ecutioner. As to the Glendale and Win- 
ston affairs, the testimony of Dick LIDDLE 
and one of the FORDS appears to be the sole 
reliance of the State. Dick is now a United 
States convict, and FRANK is probably pre- 
pared to prove an alibi in both of those 
cases by a number of witnesses more re- 
spectable than either of the two men who 
claim to have been his associates in crime. 
Such conflict of testimony will suffice to hang 
jufies till the prosecution is worn out, and 
this seems to be the probable issug of his 
casein the courts of Missouri. It will be 
made a great reproach to her abroad that she 
cannot legally convict a man whose guilt is a 
matter of universal belief, and itis to be 
hoped that she will turn him over to Min- 
nesota as soon as a requisition can be 
honored with due regard to the majesty of 
Missouri law. . 


THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

If the people of Missouri want a State 
Board of Health, there is no reason “why 
they should not have one, but we have not 
perceived any indication of any such desire 
on their part. As farascan be known the 
movement to establish this new department 
of Government has its sole strength in the 
medical profession, where it had its origin, 
and even if the new Board were needed more 
urgently than it is, the present movement 
would still be open to the objection that it 
proposes to replace government by the peo- 
ple for the people with government by the 
doctors for the people. 

Many of the features of the new measure 
are harmless enough, being merely permissory 
in their nature, and allowing the members of 
the Board to continue their researches into 
science on the same terms asin the case of 
the Pickwick Club—at their own expense— 
and to give the public timely infor- 
mation of any remarkable discoveries 
they may make. But other articles of 
the bill give the Board absolute au- 
thority such as is not enjoyed by any other 
department of the State Government and 
such asit isnot the policygf the State to 
confer on any department of Government. 

The rules and regulations, decrees and or- 
dinances framed by the Board and enforced 
by law in case of epidemic are not subject 
to revision or approval by any authority 
whatever. The Board is beyond the, juris- 
diction of the Executive, it is not bound to 
take notice of existing local boards, it may 
order citizens todo things which no muni- 
cipal authority is permitted to require of 
them, and it has no other guide or limit to 
its actions except its own sweet will. 

There are other objections of detail to the 
bill as it has gone up, notably the absence of 
any protection for rival schools of meaicine, 
but the bill is condemned by the reckless- 
ness Ewhich injects an autocratic body at 
random into a system of. State and local 
government for which it shows no respect 
and which it does not attempt to adjust it- 


selfto. Ifthat isthe best shape in which 


the friends of the. measure can put it, they 
would do well to withdraw it, as it can only 


produce conflict, trouble and confusion.

SATURDAY CHAT. 


THERE are a great many people in St. Louis 
who are fairly entitied to be called “nice people.” 
Some of these do not believe in public amuse- 
ments on Sunday; but when I accepted an _ invita- 
tion to witness the Graeco-Roman contest be- 
tween Muldoon and Bibby, at the Olympic, last 
Sunday, and repaired to that classic temple of 
Thespis, I found!myself surrounded by undoubt- 
edly nice people—the husbands and brothers and 
sons of the ladies whom I saw last Thursday.at 
the Nilsson matinee. There was hardly a faintly 
couspicuous in society in St. Louis that was not 
represented by one or more members, and a more 
orderly assemblage of men could not be gathered 
on ‘Change. 


{vt was worth while going there if only to learn 
froin studying the play and swell of the vast mus- 
cles of Muldoon that the old Greek statues are not 
wholly ideal, but represent such forms as must 
have guided the chariots around the race course 
of Olympia in Elis, or wrestled in Corintb. Mul- 
doon’s legs are very clumsy and his torso is too 
short to serve as a classic model, but his arm is 
the onty Grecian armI have ever seen, and in 
many of his attitudes the position of his head and 
chest and arms while at work reminded me of 
the Dying Gladiator. Those who watchea with 
unabated interest for two long hours the magnifi- 
cent display of his strength ean not do better than 
drop in and spend a couple of hours in the picture 
gallery at Memorial Hall and see how much he 
falls short of the perfect beauty of the old Greek 
forms. 


WHILE Muldoon’s arms and chest can be seen 
in the Dying Gladiator, or in the Barberini Faun, 
his form is clumsy cumpared with their graceful 
proportions. The Vatican Torso alone 
has legs more massive’ than his, and 
all the rest are infinitely lighter and more grace- 
ful. The Gladiator with the Strigil is an Apollo 
beside him, and the mutilated reclining figures in 
the Elgin marbles, from the pediment of the Par- 
thenen, and the Antinous of the Vatican are types 
of a beauty which ought not to be mentioned in 
the same connection, evenin contrast. But Mul- 
doon is probably the finest model of strength to be 
seeyi by any man on payment of a dollar. I have 
been an occasional frequenter of the Missouri 
Gymnasium for the past twenty years, and have 
had the pleasure of meeting many distinguished 
and muscular strangers in that pleasant athletic 
resort, but I have never seen, either among the 
St. Louis boys or among the visitors, any one who 
could hold a candle to him. 


Was the wrestling match at the Olympic last 
Sunday a hipprodome? Well, no, not exactly. 
But on the other hand it was not a gambling 
match. Those who' paid their money got the 
worth of their money, Bibby, the silent, 
lost nothing except one fall. A wrestling 
match would be much _ =Iess_ interesting 
if it was genuine, and DI am always 
glad when the muscular gentlemen who take part 
in it know beforehand which one of them ig going 
to win. I sawthe debut of the Graeco-Roman in 
St. Louis when Bauer and Carteron and Regal 
and Crystol were unknown heroes formthe Paris 
arena, and | think that the only genuine match 
since then was in the old Temple Hall, whena 
pudgy Teuton named Heygster, ana surnamed 
the Oak of the Rhine, came forward under the 
delusion that he could throw Bauer. How he 
puffed and panted and wheezed and sweated and 
stood up to his work until his broad back was laid 
on the carpet! That wasa genuine wrestling- 
match, but it was very stupid. 


WHEN I was in Paris “Zes Luttes’’ were a regu- 
ular amusement in that gay city, and the little 
cock-pit of an arena used to give us about ten 
matches a night for our fifty cents. Nobody 
knew nor cared whether it was hippodrome or not. 
Une of the sensations was a darkey from the coun- 
try, who was one of the prettiest built fellows one 
could wish to see. Another sensation was the 
masked wrestler, who wore a black mask and 
threw everybody. He was reported to be a noble- 
man in disguise, and the papers puffed him beau- 
tifully, bui ldo not see that the romance with 
which he was clad attracted any ladies to the 
show. The Parisian lutteurs were lightly attired 
in swimming drawers, and never dreamed of men- 
tioning $500 matches. 


IN its attempt to get a Steward, the University 
Club has unwillingly been the cause of securing 
pay and promotion for a number of accomplished 
and deserving caterers. It first made an offer to 
Mr. Howard, the steward of the Lindell, whienhe 
could not afford to refuse, but rather than loose 
himthe management wisely saw the Club and 
raised it, whereupon its steward remained.

One strong club is certainly better than 
two weak ones, andif the members have as much 
good sense as they have good clothes they 
will make the doubtful club experiment 
in St. Louis a permanent success by  get- 
ting up a powerful, double-barreled, nickel- 
plated summer and winter combination that will 
be a thing of beauty and a joy forever.

I have had several years’ weekly expert- 
ence In these courts, and should 
I be called. ~- upon to give my 
experience I would say that in nine out of ten 
cases a litigant is more fortunate, so far as they 
are concerned, with a groundless case before them 
than if he is sustained by the law. These courts 
are, as arule,a complete farce and a mockery, 
and an outrage upon the law and common sense. 
It is no trouble at all for these repositors of the 
“nerfection of reason” to overturn a half dozen of 
the maaet,dneees decisions of the Supreme Court 
ata single sitting. 

What. is the result of this stupid folly? The 
defendants are compelled (for nearly always the 
man who brings the action gains __ it) 
to appeal their cases to the Circuit Courts, where 
fourifths of the cases commenced in these courts 
finally go, dragging costs and witnesses with 
them, To say the least, these Justice’ Courts are 
no better than sa public nuisance legalized. The 
Justices of the Peace cannot give instructions to 

uries.as to what the law is in acase as the Circuit 
YXourts do. The Legislature did not confer upon 
them this important duty. The Legislature knew 
that they would not pone sense and intelligence 
enough to do this when it established the courts. 
Yet it commands them to held courts, summon 
— and try cases, The best ge to be done 
s to abolish these lawless courts thout delay, 
and without “benefit of clergy,” and establish in 
their stead courts at least authorized to say what 
the law is.

“THE common talk about fat fees in the Sheriff's 
office is not borne out by the record,” said Sheriff 
Mason. “Ihave not yet been able to araw my 
salary for the two years I have held office, because 
all the collections cannot be made, After payment 
of all expenses of the office I am entitled 
to $10,000 per annum salary, and the surplus fees 
£0 into the City Treasury. The average earnings 
of the Sheriff's office for the year are $60,000, but 
it is difficult to collect more than half that 


amount. It costs $56,000 to run this 
office. The losses on fees will foot 
up $815,000. Litigants — die, remove from 


the State. become reduced in circumstances,and in 
various ways it became impossible to collect fees 
in all cases. It takes five years for a case to pass 
through all the stages of appeul to final determina- 
tion in (the Supreme Court. That is a serious 
obstacie to the collection of fees due the Sheriff's 
office. Notlongsince a case was finally disposed of 
that had slept twenty-six years in the courts.

THE MATT LEWIs TRIAL. 


George Fisher, an Unwilling Witness, Tells 
Long Story of the Crime. 


To-day the trial of Matthew Lewis forthe mur- 
der of Mary Ann Lewis at No. 817 Market street, 
October 13, 1876, was resumed in the Criminal 
Court. This morning George Fisher was put on 
the stand. He was released from the Work-house 
to appear as a witness. After the usual 


oath was administered to him by the clerk he _ re- 
fused to take the witness chair, saying “I don’t 
want to testify.” He was commanded to ascend 
the witness standand he reluctantly obeyed the 


order. He saidthat onthe afternoon of Novem- 
ber 13, 1876, he met Matt. Lewis, on 
Market street, ~ between Eighth and 
Ninth, while he, the witness was talking 
to Mary Ann Lewisand Emma Horner. Lewis 


struck his wife in the mouth and cursing said that 
she was out again talking tothose parties. She 
rephed there was harmin speaking to people. 
Emma Horner then asked Matt not to strike her 
again for her sake. Witnesss said she saw ab open 
knife in Lewis’ pocket at the time. 
Lewis said: “I'll Kill you before the lamps are lit 
to-night.”” The witness then went home and re- 
mained there about five minutes and then return- 
ed. Mrs. Lewis had been killed in the meantime. 
On cross examination by Mr. C. O. Bishop, the 
attorney for the defendant, the witness became 
considerabiy riled and made a stateinent substan- 
tially as follows: He is a prisoner at the 
Work-bouse for stealing a coat.

LOCAL LEGISLATION. 


Meeting of the House of Delegates—Bills and 
Charter Amendments Considered. 


The House of Delegates held a speelal mecting 
last night. The Board of Public Improvements 
reported a number of granite reconstruction bills, 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Weisenburger 


authorizing the Water Commissioner to place 
water meters on the supply pire of private prem- 
ises wherever it was foundthat an amount of 
water greater than that mentioned in the license 
was used. 

A bill to suppress opium denstwas introduced by 
Mr. Somerville, making it unlawful either to main- 
tain or attend a place Kent for the purpose. 

A bill was also introduced to authorize the Com- 
missioner of Supplies to contract for supplies 
when the amountis not greater than $100, with 
approval of the Comptroller. 

The House considered the Charter amendments 
in committee of the whole. 

Council amendment No. 2, regaraing the kind 
of street work subject to special taxation and the 

‘rovision requiring the unanimous consent of the 
jourd of Public Improvemeuts when the majori- 
ty of property-owners on a street to be recon- 
structed protest was changed to a majority oi 
two-thirds, and adopted. 

The coinmittee refused to agree to the Council 
amendment relative to street sprinkling. 

Council ainendment No. 6, making the city lia- 
ble for uncollected tax bills, after lengthy discus- 
sion, was rejected. 

The amendmeuts not allowingghe Mayor to dis- 
pose of bills and relative to the special sessions of 
the Assembly were adopted. 

The amendment relating to the appointment 
and confirmation of officers was adopted. 

The section providing for the redistricting of 
the city wards every ten years, after the substitu- 
tion of the words “may district” for “shall dis- 
trict’ in the section, was adopted. 

The House coueurred in the action of the com- 
mittee. 

The Committee on Railroads reported the bill 
extending the franchise of the St. Louis Railroad 
Company for thirty years, providing that the com- 
pany shall pay the ee for the first ten years 
$5,000 per annum, for the second ten years $5,000 
per annum, and for the third ten years $8,000 per 
annum. It provides also that the company shall 
pave its tracks. The bill was ordered printed 
and was laid over.

The scene opens in the mysterious realms 
of Arcadia, and then descends to the com- 
monplace in the palace yard at Westminster. 
‘Lhe opera is a clever satire upon the House 
of Peers. The wit is largely idiomatic Eng- 
lish, and will probably lose some of its pun- 
gency upon an American audience. Of 
course there are many clever things in the 
text, and good character caricatures, but 
they are rather deterirated by the introduc- 
tion of the fairy element, for it must be con- 
fessed Gilbert’s strength is in caricature of 
the present day personages of “fuss and 
feather” type. The author, however, is to be 
commended for surprising the public with a 
new departure. 

As to the music, there is some very good 
work in the score. It is well written and in- 
strumented, and constructed on the same 
general plan as its predecessors, the main 
motives of the former being ‘repeated in this 
work. Thus to the dragoon chorus of 
“Patience” corresponds the entering chorus 
of Peers; tothe ‘‘model Major-General’ 
and “ruler of the Queen’s navee,” the Lord 
Chancellor’s song “When I went to the 
bar’; to the scene between Bunthorne and 
Grosvenor, the interchange of thoughts be- 
tween Ararat and Tolloiller—and 80 many 
other parallelisms might be shown through- 
out the piece. Much of the chora) work is 
admirably constructed, and the Queen’s 
solo with fairy chorus is as good as anything 
Sullivan has written. The best of the vocal 
numbers are the chorus of the Peers and the 
finale of the first act; the pretty song for 
Phyllis and Strephon, ‘Good Morrow, Good 
Lover;” the song “The Law is the True 
Embodiment,” tor the Lord Chancellor; 
Mount Ararat’s song, “When Britannia 
Really Ruled the Waves,” and the waltz, 
song and dance for the Chancellor and Lords

IV: 1-14,

It is not to be presumed that the healing 
of the lame man was the first miracle 
wrought by the apostles, but it was the first 
to arouse the jealousy and hostility. of the 
religious teachers of the nation. With the 
death of Jesus they had hoped that the new 
faith would perish, But, so far from being 
destroyed, it now manifested greater lifo and 
vigor. The preaching and miracles of the 
apostles were attracting unusual public at- 
tention. Somethiug, therefore, must be 
done to counteract this, and the present les- 
son records the first hostile attempt in this 
direction. This attempt to overthrow the 
new faith begins with 

THE ARREST OF PETER AND JOHN. 

Verses 1-3. And as they spake unto the people, 
the priests and the captain of the temple and the 
Sadducees came upon them, being sore troubled 
because they taught the people, and proclaimed in 
Jesus the resurrection from the dead. And they 
laid hands onthem, and put them in ward unto 
the morrow: for it was now eventide. 

The arrest took place while the apostles 
were still speaking. Three parties united in 
this common attack. (1.) ‘“The priests,””’ who 
were on service at the time in the temple. 
There were twenty-four classes of these, 
each of which had charge of the temple ser- 
vice for a week atatime. The head of each 
class was called the chief priest, and hada 
seatin the Sanhedrim. (2.) ‘*The “Captain 
of the temple,” the commanding offi- 
cer in charge of the temple guard, 
consisting of Levites, which preserved order 
about the temple. The captain was called 
the commander, or guardian, of th: temple; 
those under him. servants. (3.) ‘The Sad- 
ducees,”” members of a Jewish sect, ‘‘who 
say oan there is no resurrection.” (Matt. 
XXIL: 23. 

Each of these parties were “‘sore troubled.” 
that is, indignant, because “the apostles 
taught the people.”” The priests were indig- 
nant that the apostles should teach without 
being officially authorized by them; the com- 
mander of the temple was annoyed at the 
disturbance which the miracle and preaching 
created about the temple; and the Sadducees 
were indignant because the apostles 
“proclaimed in Jesus the resurrection from 
the dead.”’ True, it was not’ 80 
much the general doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion that the apostles insisted upon as the 
fact of Jesus’ resurrection (Acts i:22; 
ii :24; 111:15), but as the doctrine followed ir- 
resistibly from the fact the enmity of this 
sect which denied the resurrection was im- 
mediately called forth. Given the fact of 
Curist’s resurrection, and the creed of the 
Sadducees was yone. 

As Pilate and Herod, though fora time 
enemies, became fast friends in the con- 
demnation of Christ, so these conflicting 
Jewish sects, Pharisee and Sadducee, were 
now thoroughly united in suppressing the 
teachings of the apostles. “They laid hands 
on them and put them in ward” (into prison) 
that they might be kept in  cus- 
soey “unto the morrow,” as the farthest 
limit of their judicial condemnation. Had 
it been possible to go through the forms of 
examination at the time of arrest, it would 
have been done. They were eager to con- 
demn ; but it “was now eventide,” and there 
was no possibility of convening the Sanhe- 
drim until the next day. The miracle had 
been wrought at 3 p. m., and Peter had been 
speaking some time, so the day was far gone. 

Note 1. It was not the miracle in itself. 
but the preaching of the word, that aroused 
opposition. Men are willing the church and 
its ministey should build asylums, hos- | 
pitals, and care for the poor, so long as they 
do not touch those doctrines whieh condemn 
the sinful practices of men and awaken 
theit dead consciences. It is faithful Chris- 
tian teaching that calls forth bitterness. (2.) 
It has been, as Barnes suggests, no unusual 
thing for men in ecclesiastical stations to 
take exception to the ministry of those who 
have not been commissioned by themselves. 
(3.) Religious prejudice often blinds the eye 
toa good work. (4.) How marked the con- 
trast between Peter in the hall of Caliaphas, 
at Christ’s betrayal, and Peter at the Gate 
Beautiful. (5.) The world may combine to 
oppose the Truth, but it cannot hinder its 
an tee _The fourth verse shows that, not- 
withstanding the character and magnitude of 
the opposition. ‘‘many believed the Word’ 
spoken by the persecuted Apostles, and 
the three thousand converts of Pen- 
tecost increased to five thousand souls. Thus 
God vindicates his own truth. (6.) The night 
spent in custody gave the apostles opportu- 
nity for prayer and meditation, by which 
their faith was nodoubt greatly strength- 
ened. Peter, too, could reflect on his former 
declaration, ‘‘Lord, 1 am ready to go with 
thee into prison,”” (Luke xxii:33.) He could 
indeed now follow his Lord, as Jesus had 
promised. (John xiii, 36.) 

THE SANHEDRIM ASSEMBLED. 

Verses 56. And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that their rulersand elders and scribes were gath- 
ered together in Jerusalem; and Annas, the high 
priest, was there, jand Caiaphas, and John, ana 
Alexander, and as many as were ofthe kindred 
of the high priest. 

The eventful day arrives when the apos- 
tles must answer before the highest judicial 
council of the nation, here designated by the 
general term “their rulers.” It 
consisted of seventy-two persons drawn 
from three classes, (1) ‘‘the elders,” or heads 
of families ; (2) “the scribes,” teachers of the 
law—at first transcribers of the iaw and 
readers in the synagogues, afterwards inter- 
preters of the law, both civil and religious, 
and so both lawyers and divines ; (3) the chief 
priests, including the high priest for the 
time being, together with all who had pre- 
viously filied this office. 

Verse 6 enumerates some of these in the 
present council: ‘‘Annas,’’ who had held the 
oftice of high priest, and, according to Jew- 
ish custoin, still retained the title; 
“Caiaphas,” the actual high priest at this 
time; “John and Alexander,”’ of whom noth- 
ing is known; and “as many 
as were of the kindred of 
the high priest,” that is, ‘‘as 
man as were of the _ pontifical 
family,” including the heads of the twenty- 
four classes of priestsin the temple service. 
Before the regular formal and full meeting 
of this most august tribunal Peter and John 
are now summoned for 

THE EXAMINATION. 

Verses 7-12. And when they had set themin the 
midst, they om ay By what power or in what 
name have ye done this? Then Peter, filled with 
the Holy Ghost, satd unto them, Ye rulers of 
the people, and elders, if we this day are examin- 
ed concerning a good deed done to an impotent 
man, by what means this man is made whole; be 
it known unto you all, and to alk the people of Is- 
rael, that in the name of Jesug, Christ of Naza- 
reth, whom ye crucified, whom” God raised from 
the dead. even in him doth this man stand here 
before you whoie. He is the stone which 
was set at nought of you the _ builders, 
which was made the head of the corner. And in 
none other is there salvation; for neither is there 
any other name under heaven, that is given 
among men, whercin we must be saved. 

‘When they had set them in the midst.” so 
as to be in the full view of all the council, 
sitting in a semi-circle, the president —_ 
straight to the mark with his first question; 
“By what power, or in what name, have ye 
done this?” The reality of the miracle has 
been admitted. Indeed, this cannot be de- 
nied, for thé healed man is present. But by 
what efficacy, orin virtue of what uttered 
name, has this man been cured? That is the 
question. .

“Be it known: unto you all,” and through 
you, “‘to all the people of Israel, that in the 
nameof Jesus Christ of Nazareth” the cure 
was wrought. It was through the invocation 
of his name the man was healed. ‘‘Nazareth” 
is added clearly to mark the person to whom 
Peter alludes, and to take upon himself 
whatever opprobrium that word might sug- 
gest. But this isnot all. Two great facts 
are pmppasizen by the Apostle: (1.) Their 
guilt. hom ye crucified.” They would 
deny this fact; on the other hand they would 
seek to justify it, But Peter now adds an- 
other that sweeps away all their — of jus- 
tification. (2.) “‘Whom God raised from the 
dead,” Ye crucified Jesus, the Christ, the 
Messiah. God raised him: from the dead. 
This cure is the evidence that he still lives 
and reigns. This healed man, no longer at 
the door of the temple crippled and helpless, 
but now “standing here before you whole,” 
is a witness of the virtue and power of the 
risen Christ. 

Note 1. They cannot deny the miracle it- 
self, but inquire only concerning its source. 
Men now cannot deny the miracles.of grace 
wroughtin the changed lives of converted 
coners, but ask only, “How can these things 


(2.) They ask the question of Peter, really 
seeking for some reason to justify their op- 
position to the truth. So men to-day ask 
questions not so much to satisfy honest 

oubts, as to justify their unbelief and rejec- 
tion of Christ. 1t is useless to argue with 
such. Better charge home upon them their 
rejection of Christ—the one great, awful, 
glaring sin that overshadows all others. 

(3.) The judgment of men, “He is 
guilty of death’ (Matt. xxvi:66,) con- 
trasted with the judgment of 
“He is the Prince of Life” (Acts fii:15). 

Peter does not conclude his address with- 
out a searching application. The great op- 

ortunity of preaching Jesus before the 

ighest of the nation may never be afforded 
again, and he will make the most of it. This 
Jesus, crucified by you, but raised from the 
dead, “‘He is the stone which was set at 
parent of you builders, which was made the 
head of the corner.” Speaking to a company 
of Jews, he confines himself strictly toa 
Jewish point of view, and therefore quots 
from their own writings (Psalm cxviii :22,) to 
convince them of their guilt. He quotesa 
passage which Christ had already applied 
to himself before some of these same 
‘‘builders” (Matt.xxi: 42).and which had lost 
none of its force, because it had been literal- 
ly fulfilled in the exaltation of Christ to the 
right hand of God. The Jewish rulers, ac- 
cording tothe proper idea of their office, 
were tne builders of God’s spiritual house; 
and as such should have been the first to ac- 
knowlege the Messiah, and exert themselves 
to the establishment and extension of his 
kingdom. That woich which they had not 
done, God had now accomplished in spite of 
their neglect and opposition. {He had raised 
up Jesus from the dead and thus confirmed 
his claim to the Messiahship; He had shown 
him to be the true sauthor of salvation to 
MQDe the corner stone, the only sure fuunda- 
tioh on which they cam rest their ,hopes of 
eternal life.”” (Hackett.) }\Compare Mat. xxi: 
42; Luke xx:17; 1 Pet. ii:6; Isa. xxvil :16 

How the consciences of the rulers must 
have winced under these burning words of 
Peter! But he still goeson in his applica- 
tion to declare that ajl salvation was given 
whol'y and only in Jesus,the Christ, and 
given too for all mankind, Jew and Gentile, 
under the whole broad heavens. The clos- 
ing sublime words of the apostle eannot be 
confined simply to the lame, but new healed, 
man. It was not merely deliverance from 
bodily disease Jesus had come _ to 
bring; but. a mightier deliverance, 
namely: salvation from all sins. 

Note 1. Christ is the only Savior; “‘in 
none other is there salvation.” 
(2.) He is the only Savior, because 
no other has been provided; ‘for 
neither is there any other.” (3.) Salvation is 
a free gift; ‘that is given among men.” (4.) 
This salvation is free to all; its fruits of 
mercy are “‘under heaven, among men.” (5.) 
We must be saved by Christ or not at all; 
“wherein we must be saved.” The Greek 
word here translated “must” cannot mean 
“may.” The apostle does not say we “may,” 
but we “‘must.’”’ He presents this alter- 
nate: we must be saved bv Christ 
or remain unsaved; because God has 
appointed no other way of salvation. His 
language excludes the idea of any other es- 
cape from the power and consequences of our 
sins, if we neglect Christ. 

THE EFFECT UPON THE COUNCIL. 

Verses 13 — 14. Now when they 
beheld the boldness of Peter and 
John, and had perceived that they were un- 
learned and ignorant men, they marveled; and 
they took knowledge of them, that they nad been 
with Jesus. And seeing the man which was 
healed standing with them,they could say vothing 


against it. 
(1.) “They marveled.” Their _astonish- 
First, “the 


ment was caused by two things. 
boldness of Peter and John.” It was not an 
assuming, impertinent boldness, but as the 
word signifies in the Greek, a wonderful free- 
dom of utterance, which won their admira- 
tion. They spoke with the accent of convic- 
and their whole demeanour 
and bearing gave evidence of 
siucerity. Men who speak in this way will 
not fail of hearers, or of producing convic- 
tion. But their astonishment grew deeper 
as they considered that this freedom, 
earnestness and power were exhibited by 
men who “were unlearned and ignorant,” 
that is, were illiterate, untaught in the learn- 
ing of the Jewisp schools, and obscure men, 
plebeian of the common sort. “How can 
these men thus speak, having never learn- 
ed?” they asked, as they had asked concern- 
ing Christ.

Like all other 
customs, it has had its ups and downs, and 
about twelve years ago the demand for 
valentines sank so low that it looked as 
though people had grown permanently tired 
of sending the sentimental and sarcastic 
missives, but a reaction set in, and since 
then the sales have increased annually until 
at present they are larger than ever. Varie- 
ty is the spice of the valentine, and each 
year brings forth its new designs, the pres- 
ent season being particularly rich in the way

“What proportion do the new designs bear 
to the year’s stock?’ a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter asked this morning of a dealer who 
carries a splendid assortment of the high 
class goods. 

“Fully 75 per cent,” was the answer. 
“The only last year’s designs retained are 
those which have proved popular to a very 
high degree. In the more expensive goods 
purchasers insist upon novelty. Prangthis year 

rovides a variety of artistic valentines rang- 
ngin price from ten cents for a small but 
artistic fringed card to $25 for the ‘‘Garland 
of Love,” which is the handsomest valen- 
tine ever offered to the publicgy Here it is.” 

The dealer produced a yolume bound in 
covers of gold-embossed %ilk, about a foot 
square and containing some thirty leaves, 
each ot them bearing a colored floral design, 
by Miss F. Bridges, representing some 
thought, passion or delight relating to the 
tender passion. Underneath each picture 
was an apt quotation from Shakspeare, and 
on the other side of the leaf a piece of origi- 
nal poetry appropriate tothedesign. For 
instance, as pictorially descriptive of devo- 
tion was found a beautifully painted collec- 
tion of sunflowers and heliotropes with 
Portia’s words: 

“Myself, and what is mine, to you and yours, 
Is now canverted—”’ 

‘There are other NewYork dealers besides 
Prang,”’ the dealer said, ‘“‘who ‘turn out very 
artistic work.

Prang, you know, offers 
prizes the year through for the best designs 
for Christmas and New Year, Val- 
entine, Easter, holiday, birthday and 
wedding-day cards, and _ reserves’ the 
right to purchase the work from the design- 
ers. In this way there is aconstant incen- 
tive towards excellence on the part of Amer- 
ican designers. Sometimes he enlists foreign 
artists in the work, for instance the beauti- 
ful head in this $5 valentine, the floral em- 
bellishments of Which are by Miss Bridges, 
is by Aubert, of Paris, who must have 
charged a nice little sum for the design.”

**1 do not know, but it is worthy of remark 
that the old style of sickly sentimentality 
has had its day and that really neat and read- 
able verse has taken its place. Here, for in- 
stance, isaspecimen which has avein of 
jollity, while, at the same time, it expresses 
a due amount of regard.”’ The picture pre- 
sents a bunch of bacielor’s buttons.. The 
verses run:

The business of manufac- 
ture used to be divided by H. A, Fisher and 
McLaughlin Brothers, fof New York. 
Last spring Fisher died, and now the 
other trm have a monopoly of the 
trade. ‘The wholesale price was immediate- 
ly doubled, and the result is that while last 
year we sold to the retail trade, at 30 cents 
per gross, this vear the price was 50 cents 
per gross. Even at advanced price retailers 
are able to make a protit of 200 per cent, and 
the sales this year have been larger than 
ever.

TWO TONS OF HUMAN FLESH. 


The Show of Fat People at a New York 
Museum, 
From the New York Tribune. 


The exhibition of fat men and women was 
formally opened at Bunnell’s Museum this 
week bya display of fatand blubber that 
would put a sperm whale to dlush. The plat- 
form shook, shivered and swayed under an 
amount of plumpness estimated by the hay 
scales at 4,637 pounds. These 4,637 pounds 
of quivering fat were unevenly distributed 
among ten persons—three women and seven 
men. Three was Minnie Porter, from Cam- 
den, Ind., who was 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
26 years old, and whose frail anatomy tipped 
the beam at 550 pounds—or at least it did 
last spring, she said; and she didn’t look as 
if she had Jost any flesh. Alongside of her 
sat Amelia Hill, of Brooklyn, 13 years old, 4 
feet 7 inches in height; 302 pounds of solid 
fat hungin graceful folds about her slender 
frame. Jessie Franklin, of New Rochelle, 
was the other fat woman. She is 17 years 
old, and 6 feet G6inches in height. Her obe- 
sity was roughly estimated at 430 pounds. 
Her flesh was so abundant that it rolled 
about her like the billows of a storm-tossed 
sea and threatened at every moment to 
break off into white-caps. 

Then there was Frank Williams, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, whose height is six feet one inch 
and whose age is young at eighteen. He had 
a balloon-like appearance, and he was inflat- 
ed to the extent of 487 pounds. As a starter of 
faminers, he had few, if any, equals. Rich- 
ard James was another fat man. He came 
from Wayne county, Ohio, and is twenty 
years old. His height is five feet nine inch- 
es. His breadthis aboutthe same. He is as 

lump asa dumpling and as large as life. 
He is buiky to the extent of 504 pounds. 
Each one of these pounds lies in exquisite 
folds or hangs in fat festoons about his #s- 
thetic person. Samuel M. Bishop, of Peters- 
burg, Va., is nota light and fluffy person. 
Although heis only seventeen years old, he 
has lived long enough to accumulate more 
than his share of fat. Heis not only of the 
earth earthy, but of the bulk bulky—very 
bulky; 493 pounds are all that nature has 
endowed him with. His weight was taken 
in his stocking feet. Wm. Me@ker, of Green 
Farms, is wrapped up in 360 pounds of fat, 
and seems to be rather proud of it. This 
broad expanse of corpulence has been col- 
lected in eighteen years. His friends have 
every reason to feel encouraged. He will 
not go back on his record as long as the 
provisions hold out. He is thought to be 
doing well, and only needs a little encour- 
agement. 

Perkins is another fat man. He had so 
much fat that Bunnell’s agent got lost in ad- 
miration of it and forgot to ask his first name, 
for 510 pounds of untried fat in layers cluster 
around Mr. Perkins. He is as tall when he 
lies down as when he stands up, and is real- 
lya bouncer. His size somewhat impedes 
his progress, and gives to his gate a duck- 
like waddle that is at-once dainty and unique. 
Frank Rush tips the hay-seales at 335 
pounds. He is gifted not only with fat, but 
also with singing and boxing proclivities. 
With the latter proclivity he can knock out 
almost anything froma bicuspid toan eye. 
Last, but not least, in this gorgeous pagean- 
try of obesity was Co]. Goshen, who appears 
not only as a giant but also as a fat man. He 
could not be called a daisy, nor even likened 
to the beautiful Wildeflower.
